Cost \)c.v elementary pupil during the school year, ending 
June, 1034, is $37.59. 
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It will be noliced in tliis report that the enrollment of 
pupils for tlie entire town has increased over last year, and the 
record of attendance remains excellent, with the exception of 
the Hill school where there was considerable sickness during the 
fall term, and it was necessary to suspend sessions for a short 
time. 

The ireneral work of tlie dilferent schools has been of a very 
substantial character and miu'h credit is due the teachers for 
their faithful services in maintaining the best schools possible. 

We cannot impress u|)on the minds of the parents too 
strongly the importance of good attendance, which is the very 
foundation of success in school work. We are indeed grateful 
for the splendid cooperation on 1h(‘ ])art of all in this particular. 

The teacher at Clarendon hdats, Mrs. Roberts, has created 
a great deal of interest in music in lier school. Mrs. Taft from 
Wallingford has been the mnsic teacher for several weeks and 
we expect that this work will continue through the year. This 
kind of a project should b(‘ (‘lu'.ouraged in other rural schools. 
You would be interested to know that through the efforts of 
Mrs. Francis L. Bailey of IMontpelier, Mrs. Roberts has received 
a check of ten dollars towards paying the expenses of hei* musi¬ 
cal program. 

The school directors have made improvements in some of 
the schools and have installed a much needed lu'aling plant at 
East Clarendon. 

Tlie enrollment at North Clarendon and 1 Im‘ Hill school has 
been 56 pupils during the fall term. This in an indication of a 
growing school population in these two diHiriels and, inasmuch 
as there may be a possibility of lib(‘ral aid Ihrongh the Federal 
Emergency Appropriations in public hnildngs next summer, it 
might be w(‘ll 1o give this mal tm* soiik' consideration.
